CASES DISMISSED 


Miners, Operators And Union Of- 


ficials Number 127 Involved In 


Federal Court Action 


ATTORNEY GENERAL'S MOTION 


Belief That Conviction Could Not 


Be Obtained Is Basis Of Mo- 


tion To Dismiss

The «ises had been pending since 


the return of indictments by a fed- 
eral grand jury, February 25, 1921. 
Charges that operators and miners 
had combined to control 
the soft 


coal industry of the country fu vio- 
lation of the Sherman 
anti-trust 


law, were contained iu the indict- 
ment. 


Belief that a 
conviction 
could 


not be obtained was the basis of 
the motion to dismiss the cases, ac- 
cording to a statement 
read 
by 


Daugherty to Judge Anderson. 


However, the attorney general ad- 


mitted in his statement that many 
things done at the joint meetings 
of operators and miners constitut- 
ed a conspiracy. 


One of the reasons for making 


the motion to dismiss the action was 
to make it impossible to say that the 
legal branch of the government was 
unnecessarily impeding the progress 
of the legitimate business. 


At the same time, he denied the 


government was making a backward 
step in enforcing the Sherman act. 
In the future, he said, the govern- 
ment would give more attention to 


_the rights of the general public af- 


fairs of this kind. 


At the conclusion of the attorney 


gcneral's sialemem, Judge Anderson 
granted the action and ordered the 
cases dismissed. 
He made no com- 


ment and court was adjourned im- 
mediately. 


Harry 
M. Daugherty, 
attorney 


general of the 
United States ar- 


rived in Indianapolis lute yesterday 
and immediately went into confer- 
ence with, Federal Judge Anderson 
and District Attorney Elliott. 


The reason for the attorney gen- 


eral's visit and the results of the 
conference were kept secret, but it 
was reliably understood that when 
he appeared in federal court today 
he would ask dismissal of the coal 
conspiracy cases. 


Daugherly came here a year ago 


and held a 
long conference with 


Judge Anderson declined to take 
spiracy cases. 
It was reported 


that he recommended dismissal of 
the cases at that time, but 
that 


Judge Anreson 
declined 
to take 


final action on the suits because of 
the strike then in progress in the 
bituminous fields.

SAYS FOREIGN SHIPS 


WILL NOT BE SEIZED 


Acting Secretary of Treasury Warns 


Commissioner Haynes Not to 


Make Such Statements 


NOT SERIOUSLY CONSIDERED 


(By United Press) 


Washington, June 28—Prohibition 


Commissioner Haynes was warnedi 
today by Acting Secretary of 
the 


Treasury, Gilbert to make no fur- 
ther statement that foreign 
ships 


bringing liquor into American wat- 
ers would be seized by the United 
States government. 


Gilbert announced that no seizures 


would be made, that no serious con- 
sideration had been given to the sug- 
gestion made by Haynes and that no 
such drastic 
action was believed 


necessary to control the situation. 


Following a conference in Gilbert's 


office to which Haynes had been has- 
tily summoned, Gilbert said: 


"Mr. Haynes 'has been warned to 


make no further statements regard- 
ing the proposed seizure of foreign 
ships. I believe it is now well under- 
stood that any statement regarding 
the policy of this government in the 
ship liquor situation will come from 
this office."

Former Marion County Clerk Testi- 


fies Regarding $10,000 Given to 


Edwin A. Hunt 


WAS LEFT "TO HOLD THE BAG"

Indianapolis, Ind., June 28—James 


O. Parker, president of the 
Aetna 


Trust and Savings Company, in 1921, 
resumed the witness stand today in 
the trial of Edwin A. Hunt, charged 
with -conspiring with Will H. Latta, 
attorney, and Richard V. Sipe, for- 
mer county clerk, to embezzle county 
funds. 


Parker testified that Hunt-received 


a check for .$10,000 and $30,000 in 
negotiable securities from Sipe in 
September, 1921, to "bolster up" the 
Aetna company. 


Sipe corroborated this testimony 


by saying that Hunt stood outside 
the door of a bank while he went 
in and got the securities to turn over 
to him. 


The state will attempt to 
show 


that Sipe loaned the money to Hunt 
in good faith, and that Hunt then 
left Sipe to "hold the bag."

UNIVERSAL DRAFT LAW 


Commander Of American 
Legion 


Favors Conscription Of Wealth 


As Well As Men During War 


SPEAKS BEFORE LIONS CLUBS 


(87 United Flaw) 


Atlantic City, X. .1. June 28.— 


Immediate enactment of a universal 
draft law which would call all men 
to the colors and conscript wealth 
as well in case of war, was advocat- 
ed by Alvin Owsley, national com- 
mander of the American Legion, in 
an address before the national con- 
vention of Lions clubs today. 


"Today is the time to declare our 


national policy—that 
human lives 


are more valuable than dollars, so 
that when the youth of our land is 
ordered to march, gold will be mob- 
ilized as well. 


"In the event of another war the 


Legion favors a universaftHraft and 
conscription of wealth and material 
resources. 


"It is reported that 
President 


Harding now favors such a program. 
The Legion advocates its immediate 
enactment. 


"The American Legion proposes 


that the veterans of the world war 
•worla to check war and ''further 
world peace. But eager though we' 
are for a continuing of peace and 
the outlawing of the war, we will 
not shirk the patriotic duty of deal- 
ing with inexorable facts. 


"We must face squarely the prob- 


lem of national defense and stand 
strong for adequate military 
pro- 


tection."

greatest struggle of all time, by his 
constant reference to the teachings 
of Him who has ever been the guide 
of humanity in pointing; to unselfish 
service to human kind as the one 
avenue leading to peace on earth and 
good will among men.
